Our golden text and its context, 
which tells of a time when nations 
shall learn war no more, is found also 
Py Isa. ii, 1-4. The same glorious as- 
surance ig found in Ps. xlvi, 9, ‘‘He 
maketh wars to cease unto the end of 
|the earth.” It is written in a differ- 
lent form in Isa. xxxii, 1-17, ‘A king 
| shall reign in righteousness, ° \ 
and the work of righteousness shall be 
peace.” In Ps. Ixxii, 11, we read 
that ‘‘all kings shall fall down before 
{Him; all nations shall serve Him.” 
{In Rev. xi, 15, we are told of the time 
iwhen ‘the kingdoms of this world 
shall have become the kingdom of our 
Lord and of His Christ.” It would be 
well if teachers and scholars would 
search out the many passages which 
tell of this kingdom of peace on earth 
when the Lord shall come in His glory 
and occupy the throne of David at 
Jerusalem, ruling in the midst of Is- 
rael, and also as King of kings and 
Lord of lords—King over all the earth, 
I will suggest a few passages which’ 
will lead to many more if any one is 
willing to search: Isa. ix, 6, 7; Luke 
i, 31, 32; Zeph. iii, 14, 15; Zech. xiv, 9; 
Jer. iii, 17; Dan. vii, 27; Ezek. xliii, 7. 

Not by the armies of the nations, 
nor by peace conferences, nor by the 
church,. nor by missions, shall this be 
brought about; nor in this present age 
of the world’s history, but only by 
Him concerning whom it is written, 
“I will overturn, overturn, overturn it 
*** until He come whose right it is, 
and I will give it Him” (Ezek, xxi, 27). 

Not by any nation now existing as 
such on the face of the earth will He 
bring peace on earth, but by Israel, 
soon to be restored and recognized as 
la nation and to be converted as a na- 
tion when they shall see Him coming 
in glory and shall receive Him as_ their 
Messiah. Isaiah’s message had spe- 
cial reference to Judah and Jerusa- 
lem. Micah’s to Samaria and Jerusa- 
lem (Isa. i, 1; Mio. i, 1).

FROZEN REGIONS, 


Learned In Recent Polar 
_ Explorations. 

Speaking at the Royal Geographical 
Bociety on “the Australasian Antare- 
ti. Expedition,” Dr. Douglas Mawson 
sai: that Australia and New Zealand 
had aiways been anxious fur further 
knowledge of the great frozen ccntine 
ent lying to the southward of them. 
; irom the earliest umes tue heartiest 
reception had always been tendered 
to visiting expeditions, either foreign 
or Bruisa. ane resuurces of these 
young countries, however, had been 
so taxed with the expense of explor- 
ation conducted within their own bor- 
ders and neighboring islands, that the 

arge sum. of money required for Ant- 
arctic resfarch had never, in the past, 
been forthcoming. The recent British 
expeditions had been warmly welcom- 
ed, and the results had been regarded 
as eminently satisfactory. But be- 
cause the Rosesia area was more con- 
veniently situated to the south geo- 
graphic pole, most expeditions to the 

Australian cuadrant had wintered 
there. This had led to the neglect of 
the great coast line westward of Cape 
Adare, and information regarding it ‘s 
very fragmentary and for the most 
part unreliable. Properly equipped, 
an expedition to that region should 
have no difficulty in achieving great 
| geographical successes, for the fact 
jthat the ill-found sailing ships of 
| Wilkes, D’Urville,. and Ballery 
achieved a considerable measure of 
success was cvidence enough of the 
practicability of navigation along this 
ccast line, 

Alive to the value of scientific data 
‘here massed and waiting to be col- 
lected, he had ardently sought for an 
upportunity to reap the harvest. The 
enthusiasm with which ..ustralia and 
New Zealand had always followed 
Antarctic research, and their growing 
resources, led him to decide on an 
expedition chiefly supported by those 
colonies, and the proposal had re- 
jceived the support of tne Australa- 
} sinn Association fur the Advancement 
lof Science. The exigences of the 
equipment and the need of further 
support had broughi him to London, 
and he took advantage o: the oppor- 
tunity of explaining his propaganda.

His Novels Are About Real Live Peo- 
ple That Everyhedy Krewe. 
ihe centenary of Thackeray is an 
pace Nt pst occasion. for u declaration 
of faith. Not that there has been 
any substantial heresy, but of late 
the curious inay have noticed a per- 
sistent campaign of deprecation among 
the minor critics. All Grub Street 
would seem to have formed a bearin 
trust. No one would wish to be har 
on them. After all, critics have to 
live. To live they must. write, and if, 
as we are told, people do not read 
Thackeray’s works, they have always 
been ready to read about them. One 
generation had exhausted the lan- 


guage ‘of appreciation. The next, 
ready with sharpened quil!s, waited 
only for inspiration. nfortunately, 


it requires some literary craft to make 
an old story readable and inspiration 
halted. Then some glowworn of Grub 
Street discovered Thackeray was-a 
sentimentalist, and ink ran almost ‘p 
a spate. 

We all know the unpardonable sin 
in literature is sentiment. You may he 
obscene, dull, even historical, ‘and be 
respected and possibly read, but ven- 
ture sentiment and you are damned, 
unless, indeed, you happen to be a 
Scotchman. It is a liule hard for 
an author to be resented in one age us 
a cynic, only to be rejected in the 
next as a sentimentalist. 

Now, Thackeray’s sentiment was 
never false. Of all t.. se kindly 
touches giving that intimate charm to 
the green volumes, there is not one 
that after all the vears does not ring 
true. But he wrote decently and like 
a gentleman, and what is more un- 
pardorable, with a sense of his re- 
SEO aL. as a power for ged or 
evil. 

The best criticism I have heard of 
Thackeray’s works was oddiy enough, 
my introduction to them. Years ago, 
in a certain house library at Eton, 
some boys were discussing, and I need 
hardly say adversely, the books in it, 
and one of them, pointing to the green 
volumes of Mr. Thackeray, said, 
“Fancy anybody buying stuff like 
that.”” to which another said, indig- 
nantly, ‘They are very good books.” 
“What are they about?” he was ask- 
“About people.” he said, 

Like Mr. Pickwick’s famous remark 
on the management of crowds, ‘‘vol- 
umes could say no more.” They are 
about people—live people—uncannily 
plive—it is ’most imnossible to he- 
lieve they haven’t actual existence, 
I declare, when I saw “ Vanity Fair” 
on the stage I was almost frightened 
when our old friends came on. Yes, 
you may dislike the books, you may 
criticize their philosonhy and meth. 
ods, but never were books written 
whose characters were so full of red 
blood.—London National Review.

A MOTLEY POLICE FORCE. 


Upholders of British Law in Various 

Colonies Would Make an Army. 

The world’s police force is made up 
| of a motley array of men for practical- 
ly every race, color and creed are re- 
presented among those who uphold 
the majesty of tue law on our w.cked 
planet. 

Wherever th» British flag floats will 
be found an excellent police system 
after the model of the Mother Coun- 
| try. In India there is a force of more 
eae 150,000, and this does not in- 
clude the’ native village police, who 
are twice that numbér. In Siam and 
British Burma there is an additional 
police force of perhaps 147,000. It is 
the duty of every v.llage head man 
| at once to give information of any of- 
| fence occurring in his. village, to se- 
cure the offender if possible and to 
turn him over to the proper represen- 
tative of the Government. n the 
Asiatic and African colonies it is the 
custom to employ natives in police 
service, but tne higher officers are 
Englishmen. 

The Sikhs of India have developed 
into the best native policemen that 
Great Britain has yet discovered. 
These handsome, stalwart men may 
be seen all over the Rrétish Oriental 
possessions. A good Sikh is a fine 
specimen of the Oriental and his 
knowledge of the Oriental nature is 
greater than an Englishman could 
iope to acquire in years of residence. 
The Sikh likes police duty and his 
loyalty to the white man is unques- 
tioned. 

The northwest mounted police have 
a world-wide reputation for efficiency. 
In that vast and thinly-settled region 
1-cs than 1,000 men maintain such or- 
der that travel is as safe as in the 
alder provinces along the St. Law- 
rence and Great Lakes. It is. peopled 
mainly by Eskimos and Indians, with 
several thousand whites, including 
many adventurers who used to think 
that no law was in effect so near to 
the North Pole. The motto of the 
| Northwest Mounted Police, ‘“Gét the 
man,” taught them differently. To 
secure one necessary witness in a mur- 
der case a few vears ago two of the 
| police traveled 400 miles by dog team 
! and 1,300 miles by canoe. 

The police of the various English 
colonies generally wear a uniform 
adapted in some way from that of the 
English “bobby,” but with some modi- 
fication for climate. The helmet is 
usually a part of the outfit, and the 
barefoot Zulu police officer would not 
consider himself dressed without it. 
T1 the country and smaller towns 
these Zulu policemen carry native 
weapons, including spear and shield, 
Nevertheless, they are commissioned 
officers of the law, duly authorized to 
arrest any rerson who may be caught 
disturbing the peace of his Britannic 
Majesty's empire. 

T..e police of the entire British em- 
pire, if joined togeth »pe¥would make 
an immense army. Following in the 
| lead of the city of London police, who 
are generally six-footers, would come 
iant Chinese policemen from Hong 
Song, thin-legged, and turbaned East 
Indians, tall Zulus and Natal (the 
aristocrats of the black race), negro 
police of Jamaica and Belize, dark- 
\ skinned sgyptians, tattooed Maoris of 
|New Zealand and the incomparable 
| white policemen of Cane Colony, Can- 
/ ada and Australia.

He said that 
it was but right that they should 
work out their own salvation, but 
“when the action of one part of the 
empire affected the United Kingdom 
we had a right, indeed it was their 
responsibility, to consider the ques- 
tion.” President Taft’s speeches had 
shown a complete misapprehension us 
to the ideas of tariff reformers and 
imperial preferentialists. There was 
no part of their policy to establish a 
Chinese wall in any part of the em- 
pire. He advocated preference first 
within the empire and afterwards each 
part could make its own arrange- 
ments. 

Ratification of the agreement, the 
Earl concluded, would place this 
country in a position of extraordin- 
ary difficulty. 

ord Lucas, parliamentary under- 
secretary to the war office, replyin 
for the government, said the Earl o 
Selborne greatly over-estimated the 
damage to the trade of the United 
Kingdom and the difficulties that 
might arise from the reciprocity 
agreement.
